Leta Prince 
looke eſpec iallyga the defence of his ownelife and ſtate, it ma- 
keth no matter by what meanes he doe it, be they lawfull or 
vnlawefull, fo as they haue an outward ſhewe and colour of 
honeſtye.

If Sy, or Orpheus, or Homer, or an other Prophets, or Diuinet, 
or Wiſards, or Philoſophers of the Geatiles, are ſaid to haue ci- 
ther tolde or fore-tolde true things concerning Gd, or the Sonne 
of God, that is auaylablero refute the vanitye of the Gentiles, al- 
though not to ger ſufficient credite to their workes, that therefore 
whatſoever they write ſhould he imbraced, when we can ſhewe 
that we worſhip the ſame God, concerning whome they could 
not be ſilent their ſelues, when they tooke vpon them to inſtructe 
their fellowe Pagans, and idolators, and as Aw of deuils in 
the true knowledge and worſhip ſo farre as they durſt. 

You haue heard it (Ihope) . ſufficienily prooued, that the 
bookes of the Bible are the worde of God, 21 Iamſure we haue 
rhem among vs very true & vncorrupted. Ifany Iewe or Atheiſt 
ſhall dare to ſay that they are not now ſo pure and free from er- 
rours and corruptions as from the beginning they were: I argue 
againſt them in tlis manner: If they had been corrupted before 
the time ofour Sauiour, or in his time, no dout but whe he com- Ioh, 3. 
maunded vs to ſearch the Scriptures, he would haue giuen vs 
warning to take heed of ſuch corruptions. And, that ſince his 
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time they haue notbene corrupted we may be ſecure, becauſe the 
teſtimonyes which haue beene alleaged in the newe Teſtament 
put ofthe olde, doe all agree with theolde, and the N — 5 
aich are cyted by the Wa the newe Team, oy 
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ſo agree withtHeoriginall ourofwhich theyare eyte . To ij 
that — lewes haue — the olde Teſtame: — 
without prooſe or iuſt cauſe of ſuſpicion. I would that uch men 
as ſuggeſt theſethinges, would either certiſie vs cx: bono? vnto 
what endtbe Tecves ſhould nov in the latter end of the uocide 

tthe Hebrue, or elſe how ir ſhould bee poſſible ſor them 
being ſo ſcattered, and diſperſed in places ſo farre diſtant and re- 
mote one from an other, corrupt their one bool es it out no- 
tice of the whole worlde? much leſſe then were they able to cor- 
rupt the bookes which were in the handes of Chriſtians. But, for 
as much as our Hebrue Bibles and theirs doe agree, and all newe 
Teſtament doe likewiſe agree, it is manifeſt that neither the olde 
nor the ne we Teſtament are corrupted. Wherfore we may con- 
clude, that we haue ( prayſed be God) his worde pure and intyre 
without any corruption or diminution, as it was left vs by the ho- 
Iy Ghoſt, which (as the Apoſtle writeth) is able to make vs wiſe 
to ſaluation through the Fay ch which is in Icfus Chriſt. 


Chapter, 8. 
| Ofthewillandfufferance6f God 


Jo e Atheiſts doe obiecte as a reproach to Diuinitye, that we 
knodye not the difference betweene the will of God and his 
ſufferance, And becauſe (ſaye they) we cannot aptly diſtinguiſh 
chele, therfore we cannot define what God is, & by a conſequent, 
we art not fure that there is a God. This is all one as if they thold 
fay : becauſe the profeſſers of human artes and liberall ſciences 
eantiot aſſigne to enery ſpecies their eſſentiall differences & pro- 
per paſſions, therefore there are no ſuch differences nor proper 
paſſions belongirig vnto them, and by a conſequent there are no 
| d by an other confequent no ſuch ſpecies: and a- 
gaine, that theſe things be not knowne vnto nature, becauſe they 
are not knowne vnto vs. So mans ignorance ſhall ouerthrowe theſagai 
certaintye and vndouted truth of Iiberall ſciences, & make than o 
lecrets of nature to be no ſecrets. F 5 8 
Butt, it u no meruayle ¶ ve cannot ſhewe the difference b then

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tweene the thinges which haue no difference, In man conſeſſe 
that will is one thing, and ſufferance is an other becauſe man is "i 
not ſo powerfull, but that his will is often with-ſtood, and there- NED 
fore he ſuffereth againſt his will. So ( Hofer his will was, the peo - Nemb. 16, 
ple ſhould haue beene obedient, but they were rebellious; and he 
did ſufler theit rebell:on which he could not hinder. As alſo men 
doe ſuffer oftentimes againſt their will, that which is in their pow. 
er to hinder, but not without a greater miſcheiſe and ſo Moſer 
his will being they ſhould keep their wiues, yet did ſuffer them Pet 24+ 
by a bil ofdiuorcement toput them away, hut he did ſuffer them in. 13, 
for the hardnes of their hartes, becauſe, had he not ſuſſered them \ 
they would haue ſlayne their wiues. But, God is omnipotent as — 
the Apoſtle ſpeaketh : why doth he yer complayne ? for who re+ K = 
liſted * will > he will haue mercye vpon whome he will haue 9” 
mercye, and whome he will he hardne h. And, as our Sauicur Meth, 11 
ſaith : Thou haſt hidden theſe thinges from the wiſe men of the Tuc, 10, 
worlde, becauſe it was thy will and pleaſure: So God ſuffereth fo 
much as he is willing to haue effected, and he willeth no more 
then he ſuffereth, and, if he had not this omnipoteneye. he were 
not God, and therefore with God to will and to ſuffer, are all one. 
But, idem reſpecta eiuſdem non poteſt d:fferre 4 ſeipſo, the ſame 
thing in the ſame reſpe ct cannot differ from it ſelfe. Theſe things 
be /ippus & tonſoribus æque nota, ſo common and obuious to eue 
his — le mans vnderſtanding, that I meruayle how any man 
vb | ſhould be ignorant of them. 
nt, But as for Gods reuealed will, it is often contrarye to his ſuffe· 
old | rance, in as much as it is contrarie to his ſecret will which is all 
ces one with his ſufferance. For example, in hia reuealed will he faith; 
ro · Thou ſhalt not ſteale, thou ſhalt not commit adulterie ; murther, Exod, 20, 
pet | Idolatrie , and yet, in his ſecret will hee ſuffered the ( haldrammo | 
en0| ſteale, Aaron to commit idolatrie, David to commit murder and b, 2, 
id a*| adultery, for had it not ſtood W his wil they could not hi ue dob >a — 
they ſcheſe thinges, becauſe he is omnipotent. and nothing can be done , 
e cheſagainſt ha will.

God was ſd wealce, he was not able to hinder Dauids adultery, ſo 
indeed it might follow that there were neuer a God, for vnleſſe he 
be onmipotent he is no God: No his reuealed wil is many times 
contraric to his ſufferance, becauſe he ſufferetlrthat which he hath 
willed and ommanded to the contrarie, as I haue ſhewed you in 
Daxid and the reſte. And this will and his ſufferance do differ in 
tkeſe pointes, firſt, in reſpe tt ofour knowledge, ſecõdly in reſpect 
of the divers ends wherunto He willeth and ſuffereth. Concerning 
our knowl 


ta that his commaundement, is hidden from vs, and vntil it come 
to paſſe, and wee ſee that hee hath ſuffered it. As for diuerſitie of 
endes which hepurpoſeth in his will and his ſufferance, Iwill 
ſhe you by a tamiliar example. He willeth that no man ſhall 
ſteale, that ſo no theiſe may excuſe hiniſelfe by pleading igno- 
rance, and yet hee ſuffered the Chaldeamt to ſteale obs Catrell, 
that ſo hee might wake open triall of Jobs patience. Hee 
walled that Judas ſhould nor betray him, that if hee did be- 
tray him hee ſhould not bee excuſable, yet ſecretly hee wil- 
led the contrarie and ſuffered the contrarie, that ſo might 
be wrought the worlee of our redemption. And that this diſtinc- 
tion of v ills may not ſeeme impoſſible in God, we finde it alſo in 
man, when acarchly Prince — rn a publike Pro- 

‚ l bee executed; and yet not- 


wirſtandling hath a ſecret meaning to hinder many particulars, 


contrarie to that which he hath publiſhed and to diſpenſe with. his 


owne Proclamation although the people take no notice thereof. 
Againe theſe thinges are (ayed to differ in this manner, onelye 
mr 2 — — — — a oy are di- 
uerfſly apprehen vt but as they are in hi * 
cannot differ, becauſe iti —— 42 
feranee, and all other thinges, are all one with himſelſe. In God; 
and with God there are no accidents}his vill is his ſelfe, his wiſ« 


dome is his ſelſe, and his ſuffcrance is hs ſelſe, Iproue chere at 


þeng accidents with God or in himybecauſe hee is not anievni 
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ge, wee know his reuealed wil, euer ſince it was writ- 
ten and publiſhed in his worde, but what he will ſuffer contrarie 
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verſalf or perticular thing comprehended inthe predicamentof 
ſubſtance which is EK, un wer And becauſe he is a 
tranſcendent, going aboue all the coordinations which are in the 
prædicamentall lyne, & actually infinite ſo that he cannot be in- 
cluded within the compaſſe of any prædicament, there can be no 
kinde of differences either accidentall or eſſentiall in him, he can- 
not generically, or numerically, or ſpecifically differ from him- 
ſelfe,orin him ſelfe. And ſo this queſtion is eaſily anſwered, and 
whatſoeuer the Atheiſt can alleage againſt vs. 


Chapeer, 9. 
That the Worlde had a beginning. 


MI gde chat in the beginning God made heauen and g,, 1; . 
earth. That is, in the firſt moment of time, or, when time 
firſt began, then God began his worke of the creation of the 
worlde. Which time, foraſmuch as it is defined to be Numerus 
or menſura motus, the meaſure of the motion of all naturall bo- 
dyes, and the ſubiect of time is the very body ot heauen which is 
faſt moued, and by which all other naturall bodyes are ſeconda- 
rily moued: time was not before nor after the heauens, but they 
were created both together: and, becauſe after the end of the 
worlde motion ſhall ceaſe: euen as before the beginning, ſo after 
the ending there ſhall be no more time. So then, whereas it is 
ſaide: in the beginning God made heauen and earth, it is all one 
as if he had ſaide, that once he made them. s 
Buy this malcing is meant creation, which is to malce a ihing of 
nothing, hauing no matter præcedent out of which he ſhould 
make it, and this muſt neceſlarilye followe, becauſe it there had 
beene any matter before wherof he ſhould haue made the world. 
that matter had beene in ſome place, ſo then, if there were place 
and matter, there was a worlde before the creation ofthe worlde, 
atid theworlde could not be the firſt thing that was made. Crea- 
tion is an action of God, not intentionall but reall, not in ward 
but out ard. not immanent but tranſient, by the which he giveth 
tothinges their being. For, although the will of God alone with 
referetice to the thinges which 7 made, were ſufficient, yet there

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dothafterward followeiohis worke. It i an aftianbotb necellh- 
ryeandvoluntarye; neceſſarye becauſe hee decreed, and yet vo- 
luntarye becauſe it was his will to create the worlde. And that it 
vas no hard thing for him to create the world of nothing, neither 
abſurd to ſay that God did create any 4 nothing, it is ap- 
par ant, ſoralmuch as we ſee creat on in the Angels, which are im - 
materiall, and therefore cannot be of any præcedent matter, as 
aiſo the ſoules of men, which he then did, and now continually 
doth, create, which arc a manifeſt argument to proue creation. 


Out of this doctrine alſo followethan other concluſion, that 


God onely is eternall and hefore time, becauſe he did once create 
the heauen and the earth, and gaue them their beginning, where- 
as before they were not, neither was there ani thing beſides 


_ .. lim-ſelfe. 


. God before the worlde was made, was in him ſelfe, and vnto 
kim ſelfe inſteed of the worlde, and he wi alone, becauſe there 
was nothing but him ſelte, and yet not ſo alone, but that he had 
all power,wiſdome,and happines in him ſelſe. 

He had no need ofthe worlde orany thing contay ned init, for 
as much as he was eternally without it, and therefore could ſtand 
without it, and had not his dependance of it. He was infinitely 
happy in him ſelſe, and therefore the creation ofit could adde no 

vnto him, and it he had needed it, he could haue made 


it before. Neither did he then makeit becauſe he was wearye of 


being without it, or that it diſpleaſed him that he had not made it 


before, becauſe he did not male that which he would not, but he 


would haue that which he made, and that which he would he did 
make in order, and therefore he made it not raſhly but deliberat - 
ly, not caſually but wiſely, and in time he did all thinges, and in 
time, eſpecially he made thee 6 thou atheiſt, that whilſt thou haſt 
time to liue, thou ſhouldſt acknowledge and worſhip him. 
The manner how he made it, euen as Kings doe, by his com · 
maundement enely. He ſaid the worde, and it was done. If you 
aske how God ſhould ſpeake? or who ſhould heare his voyce 
when there was nothing beſides him ſelfethe ſpake,that is, he de- 
him to create it, when he could be ede 2 
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creed with him ſelfe that it ſhould beſo. Ifyou aske what moued 
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takers alſo of that his happines, as men and Angels, and for 
ſakes he made the worlde, that they miglit be contayned in it, 


Angels in heauen, men vpon the ſuperficies of the earth, and all 


other creatures for the vſe of man, that ſo Angels and men ſeein 
= goodnes, whereof they were made partakers, ſhould prayſe 
nm, "A 
As for the Philoſophers, and Pocts, and great wiſe men of tlie 
worlde, although they enioyed not the Bible, as were Mercurntus 
Triſmegiſtus, Homer, Heſſodus, eAriftotle, Tully, Onid, they all 
held that the world had a beginning, and that God was the ma- 
ker of it. How then is it that now our Atheiſts denie the ſame? 
Surely they thinke themſelues wiſe, and are become fooliſſi, as 
the Apoſtie ſpeaketh. For they thinke there may bee an effect 
without a cauſe, a motion without a moouer, a worke without a 
workeman. But becauſe diſputation ĩc not to be held with them 
vhich are ignorant, but with the learned; ex Ir 
preiudice their knowledge ſo much, as to b not able 
yeild a reaſon of their aſſertions: let vs examin the reaſons 
they alleadge, why they ſhould holde that the worlu i 

gin 5 e = . 
. (ſay they) affirmeth, that there can be no motion 
without a mouer, and there muſt be a due proportion inter moto- 
rem & id quod mouelur, betweene thatwhich is moued and that 
by whome it is moued: chere is one Sphere which is called pris 
mum mobllt, tlie firſt bodye which is moued, ſo there muſt be one 
firſt agent to moue the ſame, but he did moue from eternitie, there 
was therefore ſome thing which from eternitye was to be moued 
by him and that is the higheſt Sphere. For (fay they) i he did not 
from all eternitye moue this 5p ere, but began theworlde, then 
nem ageus fac tum oft agent, of no agent he vas made an agent, 
which could not be without alteration, but that could not be be- 
cauſe God is not ſubielt to alteration, for then ſhould he alſo be 
ſubiect to corruption, and ſo ſhould be no God. The argument 
I ay,doth not followe, for ,althoughthat God is ſaid to be primns 
motor ab eterne, the firſt mouer ſtom cternitye,yet hedid not acta 
mouero ab aterno, this motion - is was not in n 
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cauſe anye change in God. For God what - ſocuer in his eteinall 
fore knowledge he intended to doe, is ſaid to doe it in the ſame 
maner as he intended it, and that motion which was not in rerum 
natura ſubſiſteni, ſubſiſting in the nature of things as they terme 
it. yet in God was alway es ſubſiſting, wich whome all future 
thinges are preſent, which called the things that were not, by their 
names as if they were. He ordayned euery thing that it ſhould be, 
euen before the foundation of the worlde was layed, the reaſom is, 
becauſe that eternall and diuine eſſence doth not acknowledge 
time, he ſeeih thinges paſt, preſent, and future, not ſucceſſiuelye, 
but all at once. Therefore bo haue notyetattayned tothetrue 
vnderſtanding of Ariſtotles meaning, which argue in this maner. 
Naturally I confeſſe, motion is without beginning, becauſe 
one motion cannot begin without an other precædent motion, ſo 
lilcewiſe it cannot end without alteration, becauſe: in omni vere 
cant inuo phiſico, in euerye true naturall thing whoſe partes haue 
their coherence together, as this hath, there is a perpetuall ſucceſ- 
ſion which may be diuided into infinite partes of the ſame pro- 
portion. For euen as in time, and euery part thereof, there is one 
preſent moment or inſtant, which argueth that there is an other 
aſt, and an other future: ſo in euere motion which is meaſured 
y time, there is one preſent mutation, whieh argueth one motion 
precedent, and an other ſubſequent, becauſe query motion is a 
change, either of ſubſtance, or of quantitye, * 
place. And therſore the irſt moment of time cannot be aſſigned, 
nor the firſt mutation which . is in motion. The naturall Philo- 
ſophers could not diſcerne by nature, whether was firſt the Hen 
or the egge, becauſe one cannot be without the other, & therfore 
they ſuppoſed that eternallye the generation of one was the cori 
æuption at an other, and ſo there ſhould be an eternall reuolution 
ot thinges which indeed naturally muſt be ſo, but metaphiſically 
at is not ſo, becauſe there is a God aboue nature by whome nature 
is ouer - tuled. Neither is itmeruayle though Philoſopbye and 
Fayth doe not ſpeake alike concerning the beginning of the 
worlde, whẽ the Metaphy ſics and their principles differ ſo much 
ſrom ihe Phyſics & their principles, — Ariſtotle diſſenteth ſo 
much from Ariſtotle, one and the ſelfe fame man from himſalſe. 
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mi | other thing to ſaye that nature did not make the 
worlde, and that by the power of nature itſhall haue no end; for, 
God and Nature are diuers thinges. Ariſtotie confeſſed that the 
worlde began, and ſhall haue an end, inreſpect of the diuine and 
ſupernaturall power; becauſe he ſaid that God as he is the firſt 
mover, ſo he is the firſt cauſe of motion, — — a 
molt free agent, not tyed to any ſecondary cauſes, i its, & 
meanes whereby he worketh. He which is eternall was before all 
motion, & can be without motion or time, becauſe he made both 


motion and time. Ariſtotle deny eth that any thing uſbich is ter- 


nall can be meaſured by time, he denyeth God to be intime and 
by a conſequent he denyeth him to be tyed vnto moton which js 
meaſured by time. | þ | 
God moued eternallye, but his motion was me It; - 
which was nothing elſe, but towill to nill, and to vnderſtantl. 
The worlde therfore is not without —— in teſpeci of tha 
firſt cauſe which is God, but of the ſecond cauſe which'is nature; 
for then nature ſhould be iniurious vnto her ſelle, if he ſhould 
doe vyolence vnto her ſelfe, and be a eauſe of her owne deſtructi- 
on. And therefore, according to nature there is a reference and 
due proportion betweene him which mooueth and that which is 


mooued, and the motion it ſelfe, and fo the eterhitie of the mouer 


muſt argue the eternitie ofthe thing which by him is mooued, & 
of the motion, hut God hath, & evertiſeth his metaphyſical pow- 
er and authoritie ouer all thinges , wheteby he counterchecketh, 
and ouer ruleththeſe things. 

The arguments therefore which the Philuſopherz produce 
to proue the eternitie of the worlde, are reduced vnto theſe. Firſt, 
if — were any firſt motion, the mouer and the mo. ved body 
from whencethis motion proceeded had theirbeginning, or they 
were without begioning, ifthe had a beginning they began by 
a precedent motion, becauſe nothing can begin but by motion; 
and ſo that which is called the firſt motion could not be tlie firſt 
bhecauſe another went before it. But ifthey were without begin 
ning it is a Non abſurditie to hw hee whichwas an'cternall
